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Council votes to inquire about 
membership inM.W.D.,S.G.V.M.W.D. 


At a special City Council meeting Tuesday eve¬ 
ning, councilmembers voted four to one to send a 
letter of intent to the San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District asking for the assets of Sierra Madre 
in the district, requesting water resources and asking 
for minutes of the meeting held recently between the 
council and the board of the district. 

The second part of the motion was for a letter 
of intent to be sent to Metropolitan Water District 
asking for a membership agreement and for the 
water resources management. 

Councilman Bruce Crow believes that it is time 
to begin negotiations with the board, asking them if 
they can come up with a better proposal such as 
picking up the whole tab of building a well and to 
supply the pipe to be hooked up to the Grandview 
52-in. line. However, other councilmembers out¬ 
voted him. 

The Sierra Madre City Council is concerned 
about supplemental water, not about our present 
water supply. They are addressing what would 
happen if the Raymond Basin burst during a catas¬ 
trophe such as an earthquake, shutting off all water 
in Sierra Madre and in part of Arcadia. 

Crow said, "If that happens, what we’re de¬ 
pending on is that other basins will not rupture. 
It’s likely the same will happen nearby.” 
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Although Sierra Madre has been paying into 
San Gabriel Municipal Water District for 39 years, 
it has received no water and no remuneration. 

City Administrator Jim McRea told the council, 
"We’re paying on an insurance policy that has no 
beneficiary. Their (S. G. Water District) revenue 
source is based on taxes and sale of water. We can 
assume it’s at least $3 million.” 

He continued, "We must solve the question of 
water and an alternate source. We took the tunnels 
out of operation for 14 months. We overpumped. 
If we’d had a dry year, we would have had a 
problem. We must protect our resources. We don’t 
have supplemental water.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Sam Simpson said, "We must 
study this and make a determination. We have to 
realize what the cost would be if we dug our own 
wells out 1000 feet. The cost would be about 
$300,000. Where would we get that money? We have 
an equity position in the MWD (Metropolitan Water 
District).” 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan said, "I see that 
we have two alternatives; MWD and the pump in 
Arcadia.”

Simpson listed as his accomplishments during 
the past four years on the council; he saw that the 
settling basins were cleaned out; guardrails on Chan¬ 
try Flat Rd. were installed; made sure that a roof, 
floor, parking lot improvements were completed at 
the recreation area on E. Sierra Madre Blvd.; 
worked on the police/fire building expansion; saw 
that the water tunnels were cleaned out; that Grand¬ 
view was set aside as an FAU street; that new water- 
lines were installed on 12 streets; has addressed 
the pothole program; has seen that there is a ser¬ 
vice road on Sierra Madre Blvd. to the city yards. 

He said, "It takes a good, hardworking City 
Council to accomplish things. This City Council 
is dedicated to the community. We have accomplished 
more than any City Council during the past 15 to 
25 years.” 

Candidate Grotewiel said he was interested in 
the downtown business group and thought that the 
city needed new tax revenue. He said he liked the 
lire and police departments and that he hoped 
Sierra Madre would continue to look like a village, 
village. 

Challenger Hester said, "Sierra Madre is about 
to enter a new decade. We need new leadership. 
I am willing to stand up and fight.” 

He added that the leadership of the city is 
afraid to offend anyone. "I promise you that at 
the end of four years people will hate me ... 1 think 
the downtown area looks like another slum. Why?

Challengers agree: 
downtown needs 
refurbishing 


Helen Hernandez Snoddy said recently she 
"looked around and realized that Sierra Madre is 
not where it was 11 years ago. There has been 
tremendous erosion downtown. Ordinances are 
outdated, inconsistent. When you speak with the 
business people they state they want to expand but 
they can’t because of city ordinances. The one 
biggest problem is parking. We need new busi¬ 
nesses and we shouldn’t discourage old businesses. 
Two businesspeople downtown are thinking of 
shutting their doors. The retail area is shrinking.” 

She continued that she is concerned with the 
lot splits with no consideration toward the trees 
in town. "1 feel we have not made a step forward . . . 
the City Council has looked the other way ... It lies 
with the City Council.” 

Louise Irene Steele explained that she had 
always wanted to run for city government and stated, 
“1 don’t think we need more condos until we 
resolve some problems such as traffic, water and 
energy. Homes are being built that invade the town . . . 
they arc mini-castles. There is no room left in our 
town . . . We’re off the beaten path and we need to 
stay that way but something has to be done in our 
downtown area.” She explained that she is in res¬ 
taurant management, training others to be a res¬ 
taurant manager. "We work to show the boss profit, 
to make the customer happy and to hire good people 
who work hard. Sierra Madre is like one giant 
resiaurani that we have to cater to, make happy and 
make sure the merchants must see a profit.” She 
also reminded the audience that she was "a home- 
low n girl.” 

When Hiirbara Kline asked Simpson why the 
Ciiy Council was being accused of so much, he 
answered. "We have an outstanding City Council 
with plenty of lime (to speiul) and energy (to expend). 
We’re not a 1 uesday night City C'ouncil. Call us 
anytime and we'll come out and see you about your

On the Ides of March Tuesday, several Caesars 
and Brutuses emerged during the candidates’ forum 
luncheon sponsored by Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club. 
The crowd heard five Sierra Madre City Council 
challengers berate the present council and the two 
incumbents list their accomplishments during the 
past four years. 

Seven candidates are vying for two council seats. 

•Mphabetically, those running are Incumbents 
Andrew Roy Buchan, present Mayor; and Sam 
Simpson, present Mayor Pro Tern. 

Challengers listed alphabetically include Jack 
Grotewiel, James Hester, George Maurer, Helen 
Hernandez Snoddy and Louise Irene Steele. 

Buchan listed accomplishments of his tenure on 
the council; he saw that large, unsubdivided parcels 
were rezoned, reducing density; requested review of 
the R-1 as it applies to two-story construction; 
requested the Planning Commission to study C-1 
heights since he believes 60-foot heights are "too 
much,” saw that utilities on Baldwin from Orange 
Grove to Sierra Madre Blvd. were underground, all 
pwd for ($375,000 worth) by Southern California 
Edison; City Council is in the process of organi¬ 
zing more parking on the south side of Sierra Madre 
Blvd.; initiated the Main Street Program in Sierra 
Madre. Buchan said that while he was on the Plan¬ 
ning Commission, he saw that the R-3 ordinance 
was written to restrict building to 15 units per 


Because the present government has allowed it to 
deteriorate.” He pointed to the general plan that 
was 15 years old and stated that at that time the 
whole downtown was in trouble. He said the ways 
to bring in stores are by incentive and CRA funds. 
"It is time to start doing something about it.” 

He also held up a piece of paper and reported, 
"There are letters being slipped under doors at night 
from people who don’t want lawyers and doctors 
(here). I want a strong commercial area, too, but 
if there were no lawyers and doctors there would be 
no one to buy lunch at the Only Place in Town 
and cards at Paper Palace.” 

George Maurer said that there are vacant stores 
downtown; that sales tax in Sierra Madre brings in 
$18 per capita while the average in California 
is $100 per capita; he mentioned that the 60-ft. height 
limit of building in the commercial area . is 
’’unconscionable.” He stated that "the Planning 
Commission is accusing the City Council of drag¬ 
ging their feet and the Council is accusing the 
Planning Commission of dragging the matter. He 
stated that the Council passed the smoke detector 
ordinance but there is need for a residential 
sprinkler ordinance. If the alarms go off during 
the day when no one is home "nothing happens.” 
A smoke alarm takes cares to warn you at night” 
and pointed out the need for home sprinkler sys-

preparedness 


A day-long conference in emergency 
preparedness for public information offcers 
is scheduled for Wednesday, Mar. 23 at 
Caltech’s Ramo Auditorium. Sponsored by 
the Public Relations Association of South¬ 
ern California Colleges (PRASCC), the 
seminar features speakers who will give 
practicai advice for instituting public 
information emergency plans, working 
the press, utilizing in-house experts and 
understanding the legal implications of 
a disaster. 

It’s high time we remember the Oct. 
1, 1987 earthquake and recali our re¬ 
actions. Are we prepared for the next one? 

During the month of April, which has 
been designated California Earthquake 
Preparedness Month, ail of us will have 
several opportunities to review our plans 
for “the next one.’’ 

During the next one, you may again 
be in your car when the predicted great 
quake, with a magnitude on the Richter 
Scale of 8.0 or larger, hits. And, if you are, 
you may be stuck. 

Roadways will buckle. Bridges will 
give way. Fallen buildings and debris wiil 
clog streets. And, you may be miles from 
either home or your workplace. 

How can you survive this situation? 
The primary ruie is the same whether you 
are in your home or in a car. DON’T PANIC! 
And, stay in your car. 

The American Red Cross recommends 
the following. Bring the car to a halt as 
soon as safely possible, then remain in the 
car until the shaking has stopped. Set the 
parking brake and turn off the motor. The 
car’s suspension system wiil make the 
car shake violently during the quake, 
but it is still a safe place to be. 

Many drivers report that their cars 
swerved back and forth during the Oct. 1 
earthquake, as if they had blown out a 
tire. During an 8.0 earthquake, this 
sensation will be even more violent and it 
will take great effort on your part to keep 
the car under control. 

Avoid stopping near or under buildings, 
overpasses, and utility wires. When the 
quaking has stopped, proceed cautiously, 
if possible. Avoid bridges and other 
elevated structures which might have 
been damaged and could be damaged 
further by aftershocks. 

If a power line has fallen across your 
car, stay in the car. If possible, drive 
away; otherwise, wait to be rescued. Do 
not get out.

— Mar. 21, 1963: Young Ross Tyree displayed 
the booster sale poster that is in the shape of a 
baseball glove and said, “Hey, let’s lend a hand 
to Sierra Madre’s Little League.’’

Tips. Tales X Tantalizers 


Back in the early days when paper money 
was nonexistent, gold, silver and bronze were 
used to make coins. These coins were hand¬ 
made and had a variety of shapes and sizes. 
Well, even way back then, there were forgers, 
who would clip the rims of the coins and pro¬ 
ceed to make their own coins from the metal 
they collected. 

This problem became so widespread during 
the reign of Henry V of England that soon it 
was classified as treason, and punishable by 
death — so long as the forgers could be 
caught. It became an enormous expense to re¬ 
place clipped and defaced coins that in 1695 
a special tax was placed on homeow tiers called 
a window tax. Any house with six or more 
windows had to pay this tax. That tax was 
not repealed until 1851. 

And then an ingenious person came up with 
the idea for decorating the rims of coins. Just 
like our modern -day quarters and ditties. At 
llrst it was cotisidered divorative, sort of millittg 
verses clipping. Any coitt that dtd not have the 
grained rtm was tiofaccepiable as tnottev. Htett 
Oltver C’romwell suggested that the rttns of the 
cotns be tnscribed wtth tnotliK's. Ftrsi, these 
mottoes referred to God and ttath. Mien they 
became more explicit, like “The penalty lot 
C'lippiiig tilts com ts death” I hen at thetniie 
of Charles II, the mssrtptton merelv said.

Although the Trail Race 
has been held for more 
than 21 years — it was 
first run in 1908 — this

Originally runners ran to 
the top of Mt. Wison, had 
a half hour rest stop 
and then back down. But 
back in the 1920s the 
owner of Orchard

back then, set the course 
for his camp to oe the 
turnaround point to pub¬ 
licize the camp. Orchard 
Camp is a halfway point 
up the mountain. 

This is the course fol¬ 
lowed today.

Runners then head 
up Baldwin to Mira Monte 
where they make a right 
turn and go to the start 


of the historic Mt. 
Wilson Trail. Most of the 
race is run on the dirt 
path of the trail which 
is no more than three 
feet wide and has an 
elevation gain of almost 
2000 ft. At Orchard 
Camp they turn around 
and return to the start¬ 
ing’point without stop¬ 
ping, a distance of 8.6 miles. 

The present record 
holder for the run is 
Matt Ebiner with his 
time of 57:50 set in 1986 
when he was 26 years old. 
Last year’s winner, also 
26, was Alan Reynolds 
with his time of 1:00.

National survey shows 
office vacancy decline 


Reduced levels of 
construciion combined 
with strong leasing ac¬ 
tivity have combined to 
produce a decline during 
1987 of eight-tenths of 
one percent in national 
oflice vacancy rates, the 
first atmual declitie in 
six years. 

Ciary Bebati, president 
of C\)ldwell Batiker Com¬ 
mercial Real Estate 
Services, said, “The 
data shows that the na- 




lional office market is 
beginning to stabilize but 
it has not yet turned the 
corner.”

Most of us have experienced taking a 
garment from the closet only to find yellow 
streaks that weren’t there before. If the gar¬ 
ment contains acetate fiber, chances are they 
were the so called “Sublimated Dye Stains.”

that takes half a day and is open to the public. 

Snoddy countered, “1 think a better job could 
be done. When you have five challengers to the 
incumbents, there’s a concern.” 

Hesfjer said preparation for the council 
job is difficult. He reported “We have Planning Com¬ 
mission this Thursday and 1 have yet to get the packet 
to tell us what’s on the agenda. That’s an example of 
what’s going on at city hall.” 

Doug Berkshire asked the new candidates and 
the incumbents to compare their Ideas on how 
much time it takes to be a City Councilperson. Maurer 
pointed lo his record with the Fire Department at aii^5 
Emergency Medical Technician and said, “I am 
still willing to dedicate time to the city.” 

Hester said he would spend as much time 
as is necessary and Snoddy said, “1 believe in quality 
rather than quantity of time. I’m a worker.” 
Grotewiel said his time was his own and Steele said 
“My time is my own.” 

Buchan said, “If I got paid $10 an hour I’d 
be pretty well off.”

One of the options brought up by Ralph Rule 
of Sierra Madre who is a director in the San Gabriel 
Valley Municipal Water District was to lease prop¬ 
erty from the city of Arcadia at $I per year.
